The ex- 
pressed wish of the .voters of/thi 
community was of no value unless 
the city could-prove that municipal 
ownership was necessary.. • A" law.

with the utilities, but acceptance of 
the permit bound the utility to agrea 
that its property could be purchased 
by the city at-any time without the 
necessity for municipalization bein^ 
proved.
